Schuyler Colfax.

‘Schavler Colfax, the joarnalist, poli-
. tician and lectarer, died very suddenly
- at Mankato, Minn., on the 13th inst.
Both Houses of Congress adjourned in
honor of his memory the day after bis
- death. His career bas been a rather
vemarkable one, ficuring flrst as a
journalist, and was, when a member
of Congress, a correspondent of an
Indiana paper; afterwards he was a
~prominent politician, and ‘was for
several years Speaker of the National
House of Representatives, and in 1868
he was nominated for Vice-President
by the Repubiican’ Convention at Chi-
cago and was eiected. In 1878 he was
implicated in.charges of corraption -
brought against many members of
Congress. The judiciary committee
was directed by the House to inguire
whether there was evidence enough to
call for an impeachment. After an
_ investigatior by this committee, a
report was made, signed by cizht mem-
bers, five of whom were prominent

Can there be a case
conceived where this great end of the
marriage contract will not be realized.
we answer the question without fearof
contradiction that every person can
conceive of such a case, in fact, T might
go farther and say, do you not know
of an actual case where justice and
reason would grant a divorce? Then
if there isspoh a case, why is there
not a law upen our Statnte books
remedying this evil? No; such par-
ties are forced to be man and wife,
notwithstanding the fact, fhat-the great
end of the contract has net been real-
ized; and they are no longer happy,-
such cases are not frequent vet they
sometimes- happen where every one
would approve of a separation, and

the commurity itself would give its
assé r the ctﬂhicﬁ and
rights ¥If Eomnmuniti d-sanction

such a separation why not the State,
and if the State, why not. under =
‘decree of the Courts of the State?
- Certainly it is enongh to -make wmen
pause and consider well and see if by
judicious legislation there can be seme
remedy -offered to those who, as a
matter of right are entitled to it.

The great objection offered by the
opponents of sach a law is that its ten-
dency would be to loosen and destroy
the sacredness of the mutumal vows
made by the parties, contracting. The
argument at first sight seems plausa-
ble, and of some force, and we will
admit that injudicions legislation
would have that tendency. But we
do not Pask for a divorce law which
wounld grant a divorce. for every petty
difference which might arise between
man and wife.

Itis an undisputable fact that a great
number of the States hzve Had too
much legislation on the subject but
because other States have gone too far
is no aru'umant why there shonld be
no law whatever. Take any matter of
legislation and the sameargument will
apply. It is 2s much the duaty of &
legislator to know when not to legis-
late as to legislate, and we claim that
the law should only grant a divorce
where justice, right and reason would
give it their sanction. Whenever such
a law has been proposed its opponents
refer the advocates of the law to other
States where divovces are granted for
every trifliny difference between man
and wife.

Tothat class I wonld ask if there be
no good at sall in the laws of other
States? Certainly there have been
cases where the law would be a bless--
ing and 8 beneﬁt and we arli;;eandld

N an injnrv and’a cnrse

But we ask #hiat South Carolina strike
the ‘happy mediuin, and take from the
‘laws of other States as much of the
law as would benefit her citizens and
discard the rest. Certainly this conld
be done, and would in many cases
relieve persons who are compelled io
live together notwithstanding the fact
that v.e or the other has been geilty
of some immoralitv. We often hear
the remark by the opposers of such a
| law in cases where they admit a
"divorce should be granted, “let the
parties go to some other State and be
divorced.” - The citfens of South Car-
olina are the very life and existénce of
.the State. They owe a duty which
‘they are compelled to perform year
after year and it is done cheerfully.
The State dlso owes a duty to the citi-
zens.  Will she then year by year
exact from her citizens (he maintain- |
ance and support of her institntions,
-and perchance if some be so unfortu-
nate as to be unhappy in their married
life, taunt them with the words, you
must go to another State for justice!
No, they are thélife and existence of the
State and have a right to demand jus-
tice within her borders. How long
will she continue to send themto other
States for that justice which right and
reason would grant themhere! South
Carolina stands out to-day alone and
boasts that upon her Statnte books
there isno divorcelaw. Is it an honor
of which-she should@ boast? We think
it rather a disgrace {hat so important
2 subjeet of legislation should not have
received that attention which it justly
demands.
